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CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


Paris, November 8. 

THESE are the more interesting new books 
published since my last letter: ‘‘ Annuaire de 
l’Economie Politique et de la Statistique.” 840 
pp., 18mo. This is the thirty-seventh volume of 
a valuable work of statistics ; its imperfections 
are size, sO many pages of 18mo are inconven- 
ient; lack of reduction of all coins, weights, 
and measures to French standards ; failure to 
give uniform weights or coins or measures in 
all tables of the same subject: for instance, im- 
portations are here given by weight, while ex- 
portations are there given by value, so itis im- 
possible to draw any lesson from them ; and 
incomplete statistics of foreign countries. It is 
every way inferior to Martin’s ‘‘ Statesmen’s 
Year-Book.” Its value lies in the full tables of 
French and Parisian statistics. Maurice Block, 
the well-known political economist, is the edi- 
tor; Guillaumin & Cie. are the publishers. By 
the way, this firm consists of ladies, Widow 
Guillaumin and her daughter. This firm has a 
virtual monopoly of politico-economical pub- 
lications in France.—G. Ancillon de Jouy: 
“De la Propriété Litteraire et Artistique en 
Droit Romain; dela Propriété Artistique en 
Droit Frangais.” 319 pp., 8vo. While inter- 
national copyright is in discussion, this work 
on the essential substance of intellectual prop- 
erty as defined by Roman and by French law 
may be read with profit. The work is histori- 
cal and practical.—‘‘La Connaissance des 
Temps de l’Année 1882.” This is the 204th 
volume of this useful work, which is to France 
what the ‘‘ Nautical Almanac” of England is to 
all English-speaking mariners, travellers, geog- 
raphers, and astronomers. There are several 
important improvements in this volume; 
namely, a table giving, without calculation, the 
instants of every phase of the passage of Venus 
for every place on earth where this phenome- 
non will be visible ; this table is as accurate as 
the Astronomical Tables—a table which en- 
ables anybody, by a mere observation of the 
polar star, to ascertain accurately the direction 
of the meridian, the positions of 300 important 
Stars on every tenth night throughout 1882 
(previous volumes gave these only for twenty 
stars), the positions of ten polar stars every 
night of 1882, a comparison of all these stars 
with the meridian observations made in the 
Paris Observatory during the last ten years, 
empirical corrections to be applied to Hansen’s 
‘*Tables of the Ephemerides of the Moon,” 
which, during the last twenty years, are errone- 
ous in quantities, which have gradually risen to 
10” or 12”,and which lead to errors of 5' to 6 of 
longitude. 

Mons. Alex. Dumas is an early riser. He 
works best nearest sunrise, rises at daybreak, 
takes a good soup, sits down to work, and quits 
his desk only at noon. He writes most fluently in 
the country, where he has around him only grass 
and trees, and silence ev erywhere. Victor 
Hugo also is fond of working early in the day ; 
but he does most of his composition during his 
long solitary walks in the morning ; he does but 
write the lines dictated by his solitary musing. 
When he wrote ‘‘ Marion Delorme,” the winter 
was inclement, and there was no such thing as 
walking out of doors ; he wrote the piece pacing 
up and down Passage du Saumon. Lamartine 
Kkewise composed best in the morning ; but it 
was on horseback, not afoot. Alfred de Mus- 
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set wrote best at night in his study, the table 
covered with bottles of brandy. All day long 
George Sand was housewife ;,at,;1 A.M. she 
took pen in hand, and became authoress. Pail- 
leron is probably unknown in the United 
States ; here he is known as brother-in-law of 
the editor and owner of the Revue des Deux 
Mondes, and as author of “ Les Faux Menages” 
and other interesting plays. He writes best in 
Paris. Gustave Droz is one of our most charm- 
ing novelists. He begins to write at 5 A.M., when 
he makes his fire, or rather removes the ashes 
with which he banked it the preceding night 
(he goes to bed at 10 P.M. unless called to some 
theatre by a new piece), and adds new coal’; he 
writes till noon. After lunch he sallies out to 
walk, and writes no more for the day. He has, 
however, $10,000 a year from patrimonial 
estate, besides his income from books. 

Mons. Littré’s health gives great uneasiness. 
He is so swollen by rheumatism as to move only 
on crutches, and to be incapable of even hold- 
ing apen. He is denied to all visitors, for the 
shortest conversation utterly exhausts him, 

Emile Zola has lost his mother. They had 
spent hard times together, but of late years 
*twas all sunshine. She died of heart disease, 
at his spring-summer-autumn home, Medan, 
near Paris. 

Paul Bernard Rosier was one of those many 
people here (who had thought it of the French ?) 
who, having won money and reputation on the 
Stage, repent, when the shadows lengthen, their 
theatrical career, shudder when reference is 
made to it, and by exaggerated devotion strive 
to atone for their sinful connection with the 
stage. Rosier was born in 1798, at Beziers, 
and was thirty-two years old before he found 
his true calling. Meantime he tried an attor- 
ney’s office, then the Stamp Office, again pro- 
fessor’s chairinacollege ; but after Odeon Thea- 
tre had brought out “ Le Mari de ma Femme,” 
he turned his attention entirely to plays. He 
soon shone in the first rank, for to easy and 
sprightly dialogue he added consummate 
knowledge of the stage and rare skill in coups de 
thedire. To recite even the titles of all his plays 
would fill pages ; let the names of these, his 
most famous pieces, suffice: Maria Padilla 
(1837); Le Songe d’une Nuit d’Eté (1850), an 
opera comique whose score Ambroise Thomas 
wrote; Le Houssard de Berchini, another 
opera comique, score by Adolphe Adam; La 
Mansarde du Crime; Le Manoir de Mont- 
louvier; Brutus Lache César, and La Foi 
l’Esperance et la Charité. He had long since 
quitted Paris for Marseilles to share the home 
of his son, who is master of the Ecole Su- 
périeure du Commerce there. G. S.
